Dr. Singer is Chair and Associate Professor of the Department of History. He has taught the 
history of China and other East Asian nations since he came to Sir George Williams 
University in 1972. He completed his BA in 1968 at Hunter College of the City University 
of New York, and an MA in East Asian Studies in 1970 at the University of Michigan. In 
1977, Dr. Singer received his PhD in History, also from the University of Michigan. 


He was the founding Director of Concordia’s Council for International Cooperation from 
1986 to 1989, and Provost of the Faculty of Arts and Science from 1980 to 1985. He is a 
member of Faculty Council and of University Senate. Dr. Singer’s work in international 
academic cooperation has involved extensive collaboration with international partners to 
obtain funding from external granting agencies and liaison activities with all levels of 
government and various non-governmental organizations. 


His current research concerns include historical and contemporary Sino-Canadian 
academic relations. In 1986, he wrote a two-part study commissioned by the federal 
government to provide a historical and analytical perspective on Sino-Canadian academic 
relations, which he followed up with China's Academic Relations with Canada: Past, 
Present and Future in 1992. Last year, Dr. Singer celebrated the publication of his third 
major book on the subject, titled Academic Relations Between Canada and China, 1970-
